Well, now it will be. One or 
the other of these two Sydney 
teams will join South

ASF Youth Development Of- 
ficer Brian Emery is already 
Spending a good deal of his 
time on arrangements for the 
1981 FIFA/Coca-Coila World

finals of the 1979 series, 
together with ASF secretary 
Brian Le Fevre and Coca-Cola 
representative Peter Bent.
